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Breeding for Efficient Production 


Address By O. E. REED, Chief of the U. S. Bureau of Dairy Industry, at the Annual 
Meeting of the American Jersey Cattle Club 


HEN Secretary Morley invited me to speak at this 
W aan meeting of the American Jersey Cattle 

Club, I sked him what I should talk about. One 
of the first things he mentioned was that I should dis- 
cuss the present economic situation of the dairy industry 
and the outlook for the future. Since then I find that 
your program committee has assigned me a subject 
something like ‘‘Breeding Dairy Cattle for the World of 
Tomorrow.” 

With this choice of subjects, I trust you will pardon 
me if I select the one with which I am most familiar and 
the one which I also believe deserves the greater consid- 
eration for the future success of the dairy industry—tthe 
breeding of better dairy cattle. 

A review of the economic situation with respect to 
the dairy farmer’s position, may help to emphasize the 
importance of breeding better dairy cattle, that is, cattle 
that will produce more milk and butterfat per dollar’s 
worth of feed and labor. I think everyone will agree 
that the naturally high producing cow is a more profit- 
able cow for the farmer than one whose natural ability 
is for a low level of production. I think also that every- 
one will agree that cows with inherent high producing 
ability are more profitable, no matter what the economic 
conditions are; but that it is even more necessary to 
have high producing cows when prices for dairy products 
are low than when they are high. 

Dairy prices have been weak this spring, and farmers 
with low producing cows have had a difficult time keep- 
ing their costs of production down below the price they 
could obtain for their milk or butterfat. This has al- 
Ways been true of a large percentage of our dairymen. 
Qn the other hand, dairymen with the better cows have 
been able to make a profit over their feed, labor, and 
other costs, even at these low prices for their product. 

. The position of the average dairyman at this time 
“oes not appear to be so gloomy as it was from 1930 to 
1933. In that period, when other branches of agricul- 
‘ure Were in a state of depression many general farmers 
lurned to milking cows. The regular dairyman suffered 
‘rom this competition, but the man with the good cows 
Was in a better position to meet it than the man with 
poor cows. For several years now, however, there has 
heen a shifting back to other types of farming. The 
lumber of cows milked has declined in each of the past 
4 years, although the decline in the last year was by far 
the smallest. The 24,902,000 cows being milked the 
ape this year was 7.5% less than the number milked 
n 1934, the peak year of all time. 

On the whole we can say that demand for dairy 
eng has kept pace with production. That is, we are 
ia on an import basis so far as total production of 

'y products is concerned. Per capita consumption of 


ro ary cream in cities and villages has increased

reased each year since 1931, and is now the highest 
on record:

10W condensed and evaporated whole milk has 
Wn a fairly steady increase and has almost doubled 





since 1920; consumption of ice cream has increased 
steadily since 1931, and is almost to its 1929 peak. On 
the other hand, while most dairy products have shown a 
tendency toward increased consumption in the last few 
years, per capita consumption of butter has declined 
slightly. Butter consumption was at its peak of 18.3 
pounds per capita in 1934 and 1932, but dropped to 
16.6 and 16.7 pounds in 1936 and 1937, respectively. 
This is the lowest consumption of butter since 1921. 
Butter is facing more competition with other fats at the 
present time than ever before. 

As for the possibilities of a greater increase in con- 
sumption of dairy products, several factors are involved. 
Our population is still on the increase, but the rate of 
increase is less each year. Payrolls and income are im- 
portant factors influencing the demand for dairy prod- 
ucts, and as to this subject your opinion is perhaps better 
than mine. We do know, however, that our population 
has the physical capacity to consume considerably larger 
quantities of dairy products than we are consuming to- 
day, because we have done it in the past. We not only 
have consumed more dairy products per capita, but with 
our increased population we should be able to increase 
our total consumption. 

Furthermore, we have positive evidence from many 
sources that the people of the United States should con- 
sume more milk for their best interests from a dietary 
standpoint. If every person consumed the quantity of 
fluid milk recommended by nutritionists for an adequate 
diet—a pint a day for adults and a quart a day for grow- 
ing children—consumption of fluid milk would be in- 
creased 33%. In other words, instead of using only 
about 45% of our milk supply in the fluid form as we 
now do, we would use about 60% of it in that form. 

Increasing numbers of people realize that milk is 
the most nearly perfect food, and many more people 
would buy it if they could pay the price it sells for today. 
I sometimes wonder if the average dairyman, or the 
breeder of dairy cattle, realizes his full responsibility to 
society and the general welfare of the country. While 
we as dairymen may not be able to forecast the situation 
relative to production and demand, we do, I believe, 
have an opportunity to serve the welfare of the country 
by improving our methods of production so that our in- 
dustry will be on a more efficient basis. With more 
efficient methods of producing milk, the dairy farmer 
could reduce his cost of production and make a greater 
net profit; or if the price to the consumer were also re- 
duced correspondingly he would obtain the same net 
profit per unit he now receives, and in addition his total 
net profits would be greater because of the increased 
volume consumed as a result of the lower price. 

In any discussion of the problem of obtaining greater 
income for the dairyman’s efforts, the first suggestion 
that usually comes up is that prices should be fixed or 
controlled or regulated. As important as it is for dairy- 


men to be able to command a satisfactory price for their 
product, it is not the most important method of increas- 
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ing dairy income. It is far more important to reduce 
the cost of production, and thereby also reduce the sell- 
ing price, so that more people can afford to buy and use 
all the milk and other dairy products they want. Meth- 
ods of reducing the cost of milk production are largely 
in the hands of the individual dairy farmer. 

The two most important essentials, from the stand- 
point of efficient or economical production, are good 
cows and proper feeding and farming methods. I wish 
I had time to discuss all these factors, but since time 
does not permit that, I shall confine my remarks largely 
to the subject of breeding more efficient dairy cattle. 

Our various breed associations had as their original 
purpose the improving of the nation’s cattle. Some 
progress had been made in the last quarter of a century. 
Some evidence of this is seen in the fact that only 192 
cows are milked for each 1,000 of our population today 
as compared to 250 cows per 1,000 in 1870. Moreover, 
the 192 cows supply more milk for 1,000 people than 
the 250 cows did, for as I have said per capita consump- 
tion has increased. Much of this progress in the develop- 
ment of better average milk cows undoubtedly is due to 
the work of our purebred breeders, whose herds have 
furnished the bulls for grading up our common stock. 

But our job as breeders of. better dairy cattle is not 
yet completed. One needs only to look at the figures 
showing the average amount of milk and butterfat pro- 
duced by all the cows milked on our farms today. Those 
average figures vary from year to year, of course, ac- 
cording to the proportion of beef cows or other non- 
dairy cows that may be milked in different years. But 
when the nation is forced to depend for its supply of 
milk on 25 million cows that average to produce only 
about 4,000 pounds of milk or 160 pounds of butterfat, 
we can only conclude that our job of developing more 
efficient dairy cattle is just beginning. The difficulty is 
not that these cows do not produce enough milk in the 
aggregate for our present circumstances, but that too 
many of them produce their quota at too great a cost, 
either for a profitable return to their owners or for sale 
at a price the consumer can afford. 

How are we to further improve the efficiency of this 
great mass of dairy cattle? 

We have always considered that improvement must 
come through selective breeding and the use of registered 
sires. We have put forth much effort in the years past, 
but still the average cow remains a relatively inferior 
producer. We can cull out these inferior cows and thus 
raise the average production of the herds, but that is an 
expensive procedure. Culling in the average herd for 
all reasons now amounts to about 20% each year. This 
could be materially reduced if we could improve our 
breeding methods so as to reduce the percentage of in- 
ferior producing females born every year. 

Have we used the best methods of breeding to supply 
the right kind of herd sires for these farm herds? What 
is the most effective method of improving our cattle to- 
day through breeding? 

I am not sure that any one of us knows the answers 
to these questions. Many theories for breeding better 
dairy cattle have been developed and tried with varying 
degrees of success. 


Today I should like to tell you something of the 
work the Bureau of Dairy Industry has been doing in an 
effort to develop better breeding methods. We do not 
contend that we have the final solution to the problem, 
but we have been following a planned breeding proced- 
ure for 20 years and the results, we believe, indicate that 
we are on the right track. Many breeders have been 
following the same system, also with satisfactory results. 

When the actual breeding investigaitons were started 
at Beltsville in 1920, the proved sire was considered to 
be the most promising carrier of improved germ plasm, 
and the continuous use of proved sires appeared to be 
the method for concentrating the inheritance for a uni- 
formly high level of production. In the Jersey herd, 
eight proved sires have been brought in for service and 
the results achieved through their use have confirmed 
our faith in the proved-sire system of breeding. 

The average production of the foundation cows in 
this herd was 11,626 pounds of milk and 624 pounds of 
butterfat. Not all of the eight sires were used in se- 
quence, some of them being used concurrently. But 
every sire got daughters whose production averaged well 
above that of the foundation group. 

For 5 of the 8 sires the story is finished. All 60 
daughters of these 5 sires have completed production 
records as follows:

The significance of these results is apparent when 
we look at the results of the germ plasm survey ag re. 
ported in the 1936 Yearbook of Agriculture. In the 18} 
Jersey herds that were analyzed, the 2,393 foundation 
cows averaged 435 pounds of butterfat and the 8,059 
additions,—that is, the progeny of 1,160 sires,—ayer. 
aged 439 pounds of butterfat. There were 7,410 dam and 
daughter pairs, with the dams averaging 444 pounds of 
butterfat and the daughters 441 pounds. 

Evidence of the progressive benefits of proved-sire 
breeding, in the 86 daughters of these sires, is indicated 
by the fact that the daughters topped by only one proved 
sire averaged 662 pounds of butterfat, those carrying 
two crosses averaged 682 pounds, and those carrying 
three or more crosses averaged 705 pounds. 

Further evidence of the same kind is seen in the 
Holstein herd at Beltsville. The 66 daughters of the last 
5 proved sires used in this herd averaged 19,283 pounds 
of milk and 711 pounds of butterfat while their dams 
averaged 18,786 pounds of milk and 662 pounds of 
butterfat, a difference of 497 pounds of milk and 49 
pounds of butterfat in favor of the daughters. 

The Jersey project at Beltsville has enabled us to get 
some information on the relative merits of outbreeding 
and linebreeding. In the group of 86 daughters of 8 
Jersey sires that I just mentioned, there were 62 outbred 
daughters and 24 linebred daughters. The outbred 
daughters averaged 675 pounds of butterfat and the line- 
bred daughters averaged 672 pounds. Apparently, there 
is no determinable difference because of relationship; 
and this should assure breeders that they need not be 
hampered, in their selection of proved sires, by the re- 
stricting influence of linebreeding. 

All the increased we have obtained at Beltsville, both 
in the Jersey herd and in the Holstein herd, has been 
accomplished without the benefit of selection of females. 
No daughters were culled for any reason and all were 
given the same opportunity to demonstrate their inher- 
ent producing ability. All conditions of environment 
have been held uniform since the work began. ; 

The breeding work at Beltsville, we believe, indi- 
cates that the proved-sire system of breeding for im- 
proved production in dairy cattle can be followed with 
considerable assurance of success. But the results also 
emphasize the need for more continuous and careful 
testing in many dairy herds in order to definitely estab- 
lish the breeding worth of a larger percentage of the 
herd bulls in service. 


And that brings me to another phase of the Bureau's 
efforts to assist in developing better dairy cattle through 
the application of the proved-sire principle of breeding. 
You will recall that one of the first things done by the 
present Secretary of Agriculture was to appoint, in 1933, 
a committee to make a “‘Survey of Superior Germ Plasm 
in Plants and Animals.” The object was to locate su- 
perior strains and varieties of plants and superior herds 
and individuals among the various kinds of livestock, 
and also to obtain some picture of the methods that had 
been used in developing them. The survey was made it 
cooperation with the agricultural experiment station in 
all the States, and the results were published in the 1936 
Yearbook of Agriculture. While the scientific discussion 
made this book a valuable contribution to our knowledge 
of breeding methods, the effort to list superior strains or 
herds of livestock proved disappointing. The only list 
of superior germ plasm that did materialize, in the case 
of livestock, was a list of dairy herds. Except for ?“_ 
cattle and poultry there was no standard or yardstick, 
such as production records, with which to measure prog-

out en masse for the second State Black and 

White Show ever held in the State at Waterloo, 
June 30, in spite of the cloudbursts that drenched the 
State all day. <A total of 134 head of Holsteins were 
shown with 51 breeders taking home ribbons. The 1938 
show brought out even more high class animals than 
did last year’s premiere exhibition. Blue ribbons were 
shared by 10 different breeders, and the honors all down 
the line were well spread out. Paul Stewart won three 
blues; Alfred Paper, Stockton, took two, including the 
junior champion bull. The Rehder Brothers, of Glad- 
brook, annexed the senior and grand champion bull 
award on Sir Bessie Monogram, bought last year in the 
Holger Larson sale, a strong-topped two year old that 
stood out in his class for top place. Paul McElmeel, 
Greeley, showed the senior and grand champion cow, a 
seven year old matron, just ready to freshen and carry- 
ing a marvelous udder, along with great capacity and 
strength throughout. She was Camp McKinley Pontiac, 
and she had to beat out a great class, 13 good aged cows. 
Fraseur Altje Ormsby Cinders, a flashy and stylish calf 
with lots of stretch, shown by George Fraseur and Son 
of Tipton, won the junior championship ribbon. The 
outstanding class of the day was the two year old divi- 
sion which brought out 12 entries. It was a close de- 
cision between the refined and beautifully uddered Pan- 
dora Tritomia Ormsby Fobes, shown by Harry Piffer, 
Jr., of Indianola, and the G. F. Walters and Son entry, 
Bess Ormsby Fobes Eden.

The State show climaxed a program of 10 district 
black and white shows held over the State the first two 
weeks in June. A total of 148 exhibitors brought out 
477 head of cattle during the series of black and white 
shows. C. Y. Cannon and E. N. Hansen, both of Ames, 
each judged half of the shows. The blue and red ribbon 
winners from the districts competed for honors in the 
State exhibition. H. H. Kildee, Dean of Agriculture, at 
Iowa State College, did the judging, giving his reasons 
on each class, and placing them generally the way the 
crowd thought they ought to go. Ribbons were awarded 
to the top ten animals in each class, and the judge, 
the ribbons and the use of the show grounds were con- 
tributed by the Dairy Cattle Congress. Through the 
courtesy of the Iowa Holstein Breeders’ Association, 
Floyd Arnold and Art Porter, Ames, were temporary 
fieldmen during the time the 1938 shows were being 
held.

La Vertex Quantity of U Neb, 
world’s champion life-time milk pro- 
ducer and U. S. Champion for fat 
production, freshened June 26 at the 
University of Nebraska for her 
eleventh lactation, and is_ daily 
adding substantially to her life- 
time totals. Her figures for ten 
lactations are 8,455.4 lbs. fat, 227,- 
831.8 lbs. milk. This total for milk 
production has never been equalled 
by any cow in the world on official 
test. The fat total has been ex- 
ceeded only by the famous Canadian 
Holstein, Springbank Snow Countess, 
owned during her lifetime by T. R. 
Dent, Woodstock, Ontario. Countess 
produced in ten lactations 9,062 Ibs. 
fat, a margin of 605 lbs. above La

where her work was performed. La 
Vertex Quantity after a _ rest of 
nearly four years during which she 
failed to carry a calf to term, 
apparently from trichomoniasis in- 
fection, has at last rewarded the 
patience and skill of the University 
of Nebraska Dairy Department, and 
has now freshened normally at 16 
years, 6 months. 28 days of age. Al- 
though she has practically lost the 
use of her two forward quarters, she 
is starting out with a production of 
about 60 Ibs. a day, and appears 
to be in shape to go on for at least 
one more satisfactory year’s work.

further contribution to breed and 
dairy history. While the outside 
temperature was sizzling around 105 
degrees, her stall was the most com- 
fortable spot in Nebraska, with an 
ingenious air conditioning arrange. 
ment. Windows of her stall, which 
is really a separate room in the barn 
were darkened to exclude the glaring 
sunlight. One end was opened, with 
a canvas covering over which colq 
water played constantly while ap 
electric fan was Strategically placed 
to force this cool, damp air through 
the apartment. 

An interesting sidelight is the 
fact that La Vertex was this time 
bred artificially to a young sire, y 
Neb Clothilde Caliph 725382, that 
has been used for breeding entirely 
by the artificial method, never hay- 
ing served a cow in the normal man- 
ner. The calf, a heifer named Caliph 
Quanatice of U Neb, is a lovely 
youngster, weighing 63 lbs. at birth 
Naturally she is highly valued, and 
is now safely ensconced in a special 
stall which carries an electric wire 
to remind the numerous visitors that 
this scion of royalty is to be seen but 
not handled at this time. Following 
the standard practice here, the calf 
was given, as soon as possible after 
its birth, an injection in several 
places of a total of 80 c¢. c¢. of her 
mother’s blood. In addition, 150 «. 
c. of the same blood was given her 
by the mouth. It has been found 
that this procedure gives the calves 
a fine start in life. Since the dam 
has had mastitis for a long period it 
was deemed too risky to let Quana- 
tice nurse. Colostrum from another 
cow that freshened several days 
previous was stored in the freezer 
and this was thawed and given to 
the calf. The storage of colostrum 
from cows free from any udder 
trouble has proved to be very suc- 
cessful, and the freezing does not 
apparently do it any harm, so a con- 
stant supply is maintained. 

The tables on this page give the 
series of records for LaVertex Quan- 
tity of U Neb and also for compari- 
son the series making up the life- 
time work of Springbank Snow 
Countess. 

Entirely apart from 
phenomenal life-time yields, both 
Countess and LaVertex Quantity 
would have stood out as great foun- 
dation breeding dams. 

La Vertex Quantity of U Neb, in 
her eleven freshenings has dropped 
one pair of twins giving her twelve 
offspring in all. Her second calf, 4 
bull, died at birth, her sixth calf, 4 
heifer, died before she ever con- 
ceived, her ninth calf, a bull, died 
shortly after birth and of her twit 
sons born at her tenth fresheniné, 
one died shortly after birth and the 
other had to be destroyed for trichi- 
moniasis after siring a number of 
young daughters. Of her seven re 
maining offspring, one is the bull, l 
Neb Matador Quantity, whose 49 
daughters average on a mature 
yearly Class B basis, 18,632 15.

Mr. Cuneo is a lover of blood- 


ed livestock, his earlier interests 
having centered in fine horses. One 
of his first moves after the purchase 
of this estate was to bring back to 
Hawthorn some of the outstanding 
Suffolk horses previously bred there. 
The famous mare, Hawthorn Mar- 
guerite, is back in her old home 
stable, along with many of her 
stable mates of former days. Harry 
Perkins, who bred and showed Haw- 
thorn Samm, Hawthorn Marguerite, 
and many other prize-winning ani- 
mals well known to Suffolk breeders, 
has been secured as horseman. The 
Hawthorn Farms program aims to 
develop one of the finest Suffolk 
stables in the country. 

William L. Kerth, formerly mana- 
ger of the Joy Marton estate at Lisle, 
has been employed as general mana- 
ger. For herdsman of the Haw- 
thorn Holsteins, Mr. Kerth was for- 
tunate in securing the services of 
Kenneth Monson, whose work at 
Elmwood Farms for about a dozen 
years is well known, ‘“‘Ken”’ brings to 
Hawthorn Farms a wealth of experi- 
ence in the management and devel- 
opment of great animals that is 
scarcely excelled by any Holstein 
herdsman today. Assisting Ken is 
Julius Moy, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin’s College of Ag- 
riculture, formerly with the Toledo 
State Hospital herd in Ohio.

RICES of Holsteins sold at auction in the U. S. for 
Pie first half of 1938 showed an increase of $17.73 
per head, or 11.8%

however, were quite materially lower. Here are the 
figures, based upon reports received by the World: Dur- 
ing the first six months of 1938 reports of 19 sales were 
received, in which 1,620 head were sold for $271,- 
537.50, an average of $167.62. The corresponding 1937 
figures are 40 sales, 3014 head, a total of $451,777.50 
and an average of $149.89. During the whole year of 
1937, 5,173 head in 76 sales averaged $155.89. 

High individual auction price for 1938 is $1,275 for 
the famous National grand champion, King Bessie Korn- 
dyke Ormsby 14th, purchased in the Paul Farms Dis- 
persal by Quality Park Farm, Hudson, Wis. Top female 
price was $1,250 for the National grand champion fe- 
male, Oostie Inkarnation Bussie, sold in the Royal 
Brentwood Sale by President A. C. Oosterhuis, and pur- 
chased by Hawthorn Farms, Libertyville, I]. 

This increase in average sale prices has not been 
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experienced by all of the breeds. We do not have data 
on al] of them, but a recent press release from the Amer. 
ican Guernsey Cattle Club shows their first half figures 
for 1938 down about $5 a head from 1937. : 

The drop in numbers does not indicate a reduceg 
trade in Holsteins. Private transactions have apparent. 
ly increased in number, the total of transfer applica. 
tions being over 6% ahead of 1937 for the first 27 weexs 
to July 9, 1938. Registrations make an even better 
showing, being 7.71% above the previous year for this 
same period. The increases are holding right through 
to the present, as the 27th weekly period showed about 
the largest increases of any week during the year to 
date. Over 5,000 more applications for registry anq 
transfer have been filed thus far in 1938. Membership 
applications are running over 20% ahead of last year. 
We are pleased to note the same trend in all departments 
in Canada, as reported by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of Canada. 

The bumper harvests in prospect for 1938 in nearly 
all sections of the United States indicate continued good 
business for our breed. While big crops usually mean 
low prices for grains and forage in the open market, the 
man who markets the fruits of his fields through his 
Holstein cows, has plenty of reason to smile 


and be

MORE FRIENDS OF DR. HEIZER 
Editor, Holsetin-Friesian World: 

After reading the articles in “The Round Table” 
concerning the work of Dr. Heizer, especially the com- 
ment of V. B. Nye who is at least in a position to be well 
informed, I sincerely doubt that anyone seriously criti- 
cizing Dr. Heizer’s teachings has ever actually listened 
through one of his three hour lectures at the Breeding 
Schools sponsored by our National Association. 

Dr. Heizer conducted three of his Breeding Schools 
in Missouri. I personally attended two of them. The 
attendance was large and not confined to Holstein men 
only. That was over a year ago and to date I have never 


heard a single word of criticism but many, many favor- 
able comments. 


My personal viewpoint is that the most constructive 
and advanced thought brought before the fraternity of 
pure bred live stock breeders is locked up in the prin- 
ciples set out by Dr. Heizer. Especially does he stress 
the fact that only through continuous testing, year after 
year, for the entire lifetime of a cow, do we know what 
to expect from her. Also he is insistent that a sire’s 
transmitting ability is accurately measured only when 
every lactation record on every daughter is a known 
factor. 


Without these principles the vigor of the race will 
decline and the vitality of the breed will ever run lower. 
I know, because we paid $1,000 for an eight-months-old 
bull calf out of a dam with a 1,009-lb. butter record 
from one of the best advertised herds in this country. 
He sired over 40 registered daughters. Thirty of them 
have completed 50 lactation records which average 
361.3 lbs. of butterfat. The 26 dams of these 30 daugh- 
ters average on 86 lactation records 383.9 lbs. of but- 
terfat. A net loss of 22.8 for every daughter every year 
and that is actual, not an index. These daughters are 
a long way from the 500 to 600 lb. butterfat cows we 


expected to raise from the $1,000 bull when we bought 
him.

We wish to commend the work of Dr. Heizer is carry- 
ing on through his breeding schools over the country.

WATERLOO D. C. C. PLANS 


With advance correspondence 
from foremost Holstein breeders in 
the middle west pointing to an even 
more attractive show than usual, the 
1938 Dairy Cattle Congress, in 
Waterloo, Iowa, Sept. 26 to Oct. 2, 
expects to draw a_ record-breaking 
representation in this breed. 

E. S. Estel, manager of the Con- 
gress, has announced that cash pre- 
miums have been extended so that 
10 monies are being offered in each 
of 3 individual and six group 
classes in the Holstein division. Of 
the total of $3,978 for the division, 
the open classes will get $2,720, 
State Herds $500, and the club 
show $758. Extra awards will be 
given for cows that have produced in 
official test of 300 days or over but- 
terfat exceeding 50 percent of the 
requirement for admission to the 
Advanced Registry or Register of 
Merit. 

Inaugurated by the Dairy Cattle 
Congress last year, the State Herd 
plan will continue as an integral 
part of the show, following numer- 
ous requests from many of the 
smaller breeders. Consisting of a 
minimum of 10 head, the group will 
be selected through an elimination 
process, first at district shows and 
then at a state show, conducted 
under the supervision of the state 
breed association or cub. The 10 


animals must be owned by four or 





more’ breeders, though the state 
group may bring additional animals 
if they choose. State Herd animals 
will, of course, compete in open 
classes. 

Each State Herd will be paid 
$100 by the Dairy Cattle Congress, 
regardless of the way they place in 
the State Herd class. The State 
Herd plan makes possible the show- 
ing of many good animals owned by 
small breeders who could not other- 
wise show them, as no breeder will 
be allowed to show more than three 
head in the State Herd of 10. 


Dean H. H. Kildee, head of the 
Division of Agriculture at Iowa 
State College, Ames, Iowa, will judge 
the Holstein entries. Those inter- 
ested who have not received pre- 
mium lists may obtain them by writ- 
ing the Dairy Cattle Congress, 
Waterloo, Iowa.

Southern Wisconsin B. & W. Shows 


Seven Black & White Shows have 
been held so far this year in south- 
ern Wisconsin with several more to 
be held in August and September. 
These seven shows brought out 369 
Holsteins exhibited by 111 breeders. 
As is customary in Wisconsin the 
entries were classified for type. This 
year the entries were also rated for 
production by a method worked out 
by A. C. Thompson, secretary of the 
Wisconsin Dairymen’s Association. 
All records were adjusted to a ma- 
ture, 305 days, twice-a-day basis. 
Records of 500 lbs. fat or over were 
rated Excellent, 425-500 Very Good, 
350-425 Good Plus, 300-350 Good, 
250-300 Fair and under 250 Poor. 
If the cow has three records she gets 
credit by being raised one notch in 
the classification and if she has six 
records she is raised two places. On 
heifers and bulls their rating for pro- 
duction is based on the dam’s rating.

In order to better acquaint the 
breeders with the method of classfy- 
ing, which is based on the official 
score card, E. M. Clark gave a type 
demonstration at each show using 
the score card and scoring a cow 
point by point. This usually results 
in more tolerance by the exhibitors 
for the judge’s work, for they have 
a better understanding of the score 
card and classification work. 

Due to lack of space it will be only 
be possible to give a brief summary 
of each show: 


Dane County

cellent Mayor of Guatemala, I was invited to judge 

the livestock at the National Exposition at Guate- 
mala, Central America, held the last of November, 
and the forepart of December. This exposition is an 
annual affair put on by the Municipality of Guatemala 
City with the cooperation of the Department of Agricul- 
mure and the Government of the Province, under Gen- 
«eral Ubico. 

At this time I want to congratulate General Ubico 
«on the excellent management and the fine type of Gov- 
-ernment and rule that he has down there. Everything 
moves along in a very smooth manner and you don’t see 
;any racketeering in that country as General Ubico has 
wliminated it from that province, neither do you find 
any labor trouble and people are all working for the 
benefit of their country. Mayor A. A. Bickford must be 
congratulated on his excellent clean city and the mar- 
velous way in which he operates it. I believe Guatemala 
is the cleanest and best kept up city I have ever been in. 

The Holstein cattle predominated in their number 
as well as their quality. In the aged bull class I found 
a lineup that would look good in any of our shows here 
in this country. There were two excellent animals in 
this class, both had been imported from the good United 
States, and I have not been able to figure out why the 
Carnation sent such good animals out of this country. 
The final placing ended up with Enrique Nanne bull 
going into first place. This is an excellent type of bull

bull, in fact he resembles our model in almost every re- 
spect.

This cow made an excellent 
record of 19,122 of milk and 881.21 of butter in 305 
days, and was deserving of the placing that was award- 
ed to her as grand champion Holstein female of the 
show. The second prize cow was a cow imported from 
the Colony Farm from Canada, and was a cow that any 
man would be proud of, and would look good in any 
show. 

Castillo Hnos brought out an excellent showing of 
cattle winning on an excellent yearling bull that would 
be an honor to any one who was in the show business. 
These gentlemen also showed a bull calf that was al- 
most ideal in every respect and when they came out for 
junior champion the bull calf won the honors. Castillo 
Hnos also showed a heifer calf that was a dandy in 
every way, having a marvelous top line, a good body, 
heart girth, a foundation for a good udder and with the 
style that we like to see on a first prize winner.

ress in breeding for economically important characteris- 
tics. But even with dairy cattle, the available records 
were meager and incomplete, when compared to the 25 
million cows for which records of production are theo- 
retically possible. For example, for the Jersey breed it 
was possible to obtain records for analyzing only 181 
herds, in which production records had been kept on all 
cows for a sufficient length of time to warrant drawing 
conclusions. 


But the survey did have the effect of stimulating a 
greater interest among dairymen in the genetic approach 
to production improvement. And furthermore, as a result 
of this new interest, a plan has been developed which 
makes it possible to obtain data from many more dairy 
herds throughout the country than ever before. I refer 
to the nation-wide program for recording the identity 
and production performance of all animals used in dairy 
herd-improvement associations. Formerly dairymen 
joined these associations to obtain a record of milk and 
butterfat production and feed consumption of individual 
cows for the purpose of culling out the poor cows and 
improving the feeding practices in order to obtain more 
efficient production. 


Following the germ plasm survey a program was out- 
lined by the Bureau of Dairy Industry in cooperation 
with State extension specialists to use these association 
records to improve the cattle by giving more attention to 
improvement through breeding. There are now nearly 
24,000 dairy farmers and breeders enrolled in more than 
1,100 dairy herd-improvement associations, who are em- 
ploying approximately 1,100 field men or testers at a 
total yearly expense of more than $1,000,000, to get 
these production records. The 257,248 cows completing 
records in these associations in 1936 produced on the 
average 7,912 pounds of milk containing 319 pounds of 
butterfat, or approximately twice as much as the average 
cow in the United States. 


Briefly, the plan consists of ear-tagging the non-regis- 
tered animals so that the identity of all animals in as- 
sociation herds, both registered and grade, and the

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production records of all cows, will be permanently re. 
corded on a uniform basis in the Bureau’s files ip Wash- 
ington. The purpose of the program is to help spreaq 
the influence of superior animals in these 4S80Cciation 
herds throughout the general dairy cow population in 
order to raise the average production of all cows jp the 
United States. 


The program has been so developed that as rapidly 
as sufficient data accumulate in the Bureau’s files, dam. 
and-daughter comparisons will be made on every gir, 
used in an association herd. Proved-sire records are 
tabulated and analyzed and reports are made to the owp. 
er of the sire through the dairy extension specialigt in 
the State where the sire is proved. Every 6 months the 
summaries of the records of all proved sires are pub- 
lished so that dairymen may have access to current jp. 
formation on proved sires. Once a year a printed list of 
proved sires is issued by the Department of Agriculture, 
The first printed list was issued in June 1937, ang 
another will be off the press in a few days. The rules 
governing the making of these records through the dairy 
herd-improvement associations are approved by the 
American Dairy Science Association and all records are 
certified to by dairy specialists within the States. 


Nearly 600,000 cows are enrolled in the dairy herd. 
improvement associations and the interest in the work is 
growing rapidly. This program has been in operation 
less than 2 years, but already more than 275,000 animals 
have been identified and more than 100,000 complete 
records have been received at the Bureau for permanent 
recording. Records are being received at the rate of 
1,000 a day at the present time. 


Of the nearly 600,000 cows now on test, our best 
estimate is that 159,500 are registered, or are eligible 
for registry in a national breed association. The re- 
mainder are grades of all breeds. It may interest you 
to know that 23,000 registered Jerseys are included in 
this number and another 11,000 are reported to be 
eligible to register. You will also be interested to know 
that we are already accumulating records on more than 
600 herds in. which registered Jersey sires are used and 
that the number is increasing each week. Already more 
than 500 registered Jersey sires have been proved. 

We do not claim that every phase of the program is 
perfect, but with the enthusiasm and interest displayed 
by the dairy extension leaders in our colleges, by the 
field men or testers, and by the association members 
themselves who are footing the bill of more than $1, 
000,000 annually in order to obtain these records, it 
should be possible to remove any defects that may 
appear. 


It should be remembered that this is a program for 
improving the general run of our cattle. For the most 
part the members of these associations are farmer breed- 
ers interested primarily in improving their commercial 
herds. All breed associations have a definite program in 
operation to improve the herds of their members and 
they are doing a splendid job, especially with the herd 
test. The records of the dairy herd-improvement associ- 
ations will furnish a means of proving out registered 
sires in larze numbers. It has been a revelation to me 
to see how many breeders of registered cattle look for- 
ward to the publication of each new list of proved sires. 
Already many of our best breeders have made selections 
of bulls for their herds from these lists. 

I believe few of our breeders of registered cattle 
realize the great possibilities which exist for furnishing 
good bulls to the commercial dairymen throughout the 
United States. According to the last census there were 
432,000 herds of dairy cattle in the United States 12 
which there were 11 or more cows. For the most part 
owners of these herds receive more than 40% of thei? 
total farm income from the dairy enterprise on thelr 
farms. We have endeavored to determine how many of 
these 432,000 herds of 11 cows or more are using reg® 
tered dairy bulls. This is a difficult matter to determine. 
Assuming, however, that on the average dairy bulls are 
used for 5 years after they reach serviceable age and 
using the number of bulls registered by the breed associ 
ations each year, we estimate that there are about 172; 
000 registered bulls in use in the United States today. 
With 432,000 herds of 11 or more cows in the United 
States it is quite evident that more than half of the bulls 
in use in the larger dairy herds are grade or nol 
registered. 

I would not hazard a guess as to how many of these

Interest in the artificial breeding 
of dairy cattle on a cooperative basis 
had spread from New Jersey to many 
states of the union today as Dr. K. 
A. F. Larsen, who piloted the 
world’s first such unit to success in 
Denmark a scant two years ago, left 
for his native land after two busy 
months in this country. 

_ Although he spent most of his 
time in the Garden State, where he 
helped get the first American arti- 
ficial breeding group off to a flying 
Start in Hunterdon, Warren and 
Somerset counties, Dr. Larsen left 
behind him ever-widening ripples of 
interest in this new program for 
betterment of the dairy industry. 
His trip was made possible by the 


Hunterdon County Board of Agri- 
culture.

Besides giving demonstrations at 
various points in New Jersey and 
Connecticut, Dr. Larsen was visited 
during his stay by individuals and 
delegations representing dairymen 
in Pennsylvania, Maryland, New 
York, Kansas, Wisconsin and North 
Carolina. Dairymen of  Jersey’s 
Gloucester, Salem and Cumberland 
counties were to meet with repre- 
sentatives of the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service of Rutgers Univer- 
sity tonight at Harrisonville Grange 
hall to consider the possibility of or- 
ganizing a second unit, and Bur- 
lington county Guernsey breeders 
plan a similar meeting in the near 
future. 


As he prepared to leave for Mont- 
real, where he sailed on the Empress 
of Britain July 9, Dr. Larsen com- 
mented on the ‘‘keen interest’’ he 





found among farmers in his work 
and the “high class, intelligent, in- 
terested group’ with which he 
worked in Artificial Breeding Unit 
No. 1 of the New Jersey Holstein- 
Friesian Association. Explaining it 
will be six months or a year before 
records will be complete enough to 
justify calling the unit a success, he 
reported his ‘‘impression”’ that 
“there are no more breeding troubles 
here than in Denmark and no rea- 
sons why the project should not 
achieve the same success.’’ 

Reduction of disease, he pointed 
out, is one of the chief objectives of 
the program, but in unskilled hands 
it may lead in just the opposite di- 
rection.

Certainly no member of this club would think of using a 
herd sire without some knowledge of the production rec- 
ords back of him. 


This program in which 24,000 farmers are engaged 
is moving forward rapidly, and there is more interest in 
the improvement of the germ plasm of our dairy cattle 
among our breeders and dairymen today than ever be- 
fore. 

There may be some who think the proved-sire system 
of improving our herds for production is impractical, 
because the proved sires are not available. It is quite 
evident that if breeders would make an effort to prove 
out all the bulls now in service in their herds, all bulls 
would eventually become proved sires. Moreover, many 
of the sons of these proved sires can be counted upon 
to transmit desirable inheritance. With each top cross 
of proved sires the percentage of the sons that proved to 
be good will also increase. 


At several of our field stations we follow the practice 
of loaning the sons of our proved sires to the dairy 
farmers near the stations. We do this to prove these 
sons. Since our Jersey herd was established at Jeaner- 
ette, Louisiana, we have loaned a total of 42 sons of 
proved sires. So far we have proved 17 sons that repre- 
sent 6 proved sires. Now here is the interesting point. 
All but 3 of these 17 sons raised milk production in the 
herds in which they were used, and all but 4 raised 
butterfat production. Compare that with the average 
dairy sire used in farm herds, even in the good herds in 
the dairy herd-improvement associations, where only 1 
bull in 8 has been good enough to raise production. 


From Beltsville, we have loaned sons of 5 of the 
proved sires I mentioned earlier in discussing the Jersey 
project. Of 21 sons that have been proved so far, all 
but 2 have raised both the milk and butterfat production 
of the herds in which they were loaned. The 21 sons 
had 224 daughters and they averaged 46 pounds better 
in butterfat production than their dams. 


The ability of the sons to carry on the good work of 
their proved .sires is not confined to the Jersey breed. 
The same thing is strikingly shown by our results at the 
Huntley, Montana, field station, with Holsteins. Out of 
49 sons of 6 proved sires, all but 5 raised milk produc- 
tion in the herds in which they were used and all but 3 
raised butterfat production. 


One of these proved sires had 18 sons, and only 1 of 
these sons failed to raise production in the herd in 
which he was used. The 18 sons were mated to 160 
dams that averaged 10,063 pounds of milk and 354 
pounds of butterfat, the 160 daughters averaged 11,591 
Ibs. of milk and 413 lbs. of butterfat, an increase of 
1,528 pounds of milk and 59 pounds of butterfat. 


So far in discussing the subject of breeding better 
dairy cattle I did not mention the type of animal we 
should try to breed. In our work we have emphasized 
producing ability rather than form or type, because we 
feel that economical milk and butterfat production 
should be the ultimate objective of all dairy cattle breed- 
ing endeavor. 

The statement is often made that type and produc- 
tion in dairy cattle are correlated. If it is true that 
type and production go together, one should be able to 
obtain good type when he breeds for production just as 
readily as he would obtain good production when he 
breeds for type. 


Our own preference is to direct breeding effort along 
production lines. It is the milk and butterfat produced 
by the herd which affords the breeder the greatest part 
of his income. Breeding for production, we believe, is 
playing on the safer side. 


Some breeders prefer to make their selections of 
breeding animals on the basis of type, with the hope of 
developing animals that will function at the pail. The 
breed fancier who wants good type above everything 
else should undoubtedly make his selections with type 
in mind. In fact, the use of sires that have proved 
themselves to be good transmitters of desirable type will 
help accomplish his aims, especially if he is trying to 
develop uniformly good type rather than a few individ- 
uals with excellent type. 


The proved-sire route, we believe, is the surest way 
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to improvement whether we are after type primarily o, 
production primarily, or both. 


In concluding, I should like again to emphasize th 
a dairy breed to survive and prosper in this country must 
be a breed that the dairyman can keep to produce milk 
and butterfat efficiently and profitably. It behooves 
every breeder to make every effort to improve the germ 
plasm of his herd to the end that he may Supply the 


kind of seed stock that will improve the production of 
the great mass of our dairy cattle. 


National Exposition of Guatemala

alfalfa, corn silage and other grains. They have done 
an excellent job of breeding cattle and fitting them for 
the show ring. 

Antonio Porras brought out some fine yearling hei. 
ers and also had the third prize aged bull, and was a 
winner in the Get of Sire class. Mr. Porras is the big 
tobacco grower there, and keeps some fine Holsteing as 
a side line. Mr. Porras’ son, Arnoldo, has been attend- 
ing the University of Wisconsin, and has spent the past 
two summers at the Pabst Farm and is spending this 
summer at the Lauxmont Farm, getting ideas to take 
back to Central America. 

The Department of Agriculture, under the work of 
Gabriel Moulton, has established the basis for the regis- 
tration of the cattle in that country. Before an animal 
can be registered she must produce as a two-year-old, 
250 pounds of fat, or as a mature cow 365 pounds of 
fat. This does not permit animals to be registered until 
they have been able to demonstrate that they are worthy 
of registration. When an application comes in for regis- 
tration they check her record, and if she can qualify as 
to production, they make an inspection of the anima} to 
see if she is good enough individually to merit registra- 
tion. The animals that are registered there must be 
good producers as well as good individuals, and we will 
see in years to come that Guatemala will make progress 
with their pure bred cattle. 

Mr. Moulton studies registration of cattle here in 
this country and also records, and records making under 
A. J. Cramer and Roy T. Harris of Wisconsin, and has 
taken the ideas to Guatemala and has put them into 
practical use. He has interested people in testing and 
taking better care of their cattle and it was a pleasure 
to see the results that have been obtained. Mr. Moulton 
has cooperated with Henry Sempa of the Department of 
Agriculture, in his testing and the better care of cattle, 
and it was indeed a pleasure to meet these two boys 
and to see the good work they have done. 

I was royally entertained by Fetta Mathu, who acted 
as my interpreter, and also as my entertainer, he pro- 
vided me with entertainment from the time I arrived 
there until I left, and if any of the boys have an occasion 
to meet Mr. Mathu, I know they will appreciate meeting 
him as much as I did. 

Guatemala presents a wonderful opportunity for 4 
person in the dairy or beef business and in a few years 
more, under the able leadership that they have down 
there, we will hear a good deal more of that fine coun- 
try, and of the leaders, General Ubico, the Bickford fam-. 
ily, General Anzueto, the Minister of Agriculture, Gabriel 
Moulton, Henry Sempa, Fetta Mathu, Enrique Nanne, 
and a great Holstein breeder, Castillo Hnos, and An- 
tonio Porras.

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Minnesota Black and White Shows 


The Minnesota Holstein Breeders 
Association sponsored three Black 
and White shows during June and 
each show was a decided success. 
The attendance totaled 2,500 with 
51 breeders showing 168 head of 
cattle. In connection with the shows 
judging contests were held for both 
juniors and adults with a total of 
139 entering these contests. The 
group or Danish system of placing 
the cattle was again used and at 
each show the judge gave a detailed 
explanation of his placings over a 
loud speaker. Cooperating at each 
show were the County Holstein 
Clubs, the county agents, local busi- 
nessmen’s organizations and _ the 
local, farm, and daily press. Pro- 
grams in connection with the shows 
varied somewhat. A brief speaking 
program was held and also a sports 
and entertainment program for the 
younger folk. Music was furnished 
by the local bands or orchestras and 
some special features were staged 
such as milking contests, milk der- 
bies, butterfat guessing contests and 
the exhibiting of ‘‘long time produc- 
tion’’ cows.

Four-hundred and _ seventy-seven 
head of black and white cattle; one 
hundred and forty-eight different ex- 
hibitors; between fourteen and fifteen 
hundred people attending—that in a 
few words summarizes Iowas’ 1938 
district Holstein shows. But it doesn’t 
tell you of the interest in the plac- 
ings made by the judges, the way the 
ringside studied the cattle nor the 
way the exhibitors brought cattle as 
much as 80 miles in trailers and 
trucks just for the fun of it, the 
promotion of the breed and the ad- 
vertising value it had to them. Rib- 
bons were the only awards. 


At each show a judging contest 
was held with classes selected from 
those being shown in the ring. Num- 
bered cards designating the contest 
animals were hung on their leaders 
and the contestants made their plac- 
ings at the same time the judge was 
looking over the entire class. Five 
hundred and sixty-two people turned 
in place cards at the ten shows. Coun- 
ty agents, vocational agriculture 
teachers and cow testers assisted with 
tabulations so that results were an- 
nounced soon after the last contest 
class. Local merchants donated mer- 
chandise and some of the County 
Holstein Associations put up cash 
awards for the best judges. The con- 
tests were usually divided into three 
groups: men, women, and boys and 
girls under 21. 

Starting May 31 in District 6 at 
Hampton, 15 exhibitors brought out 
39 head to be passed upon by C. Y. 
Cannon of Ames. H. L. Johnson, 
Mason City, won senior and grand 
champion with his two-year-old bull, 
Sir Man-O-War Rue, who will be 
remembered as one of the junior 
yearling stars with the Maytag show 
herd last fall. CC. Cook, Kanawha, 
took junior champion honors with 
his senior yearling bull, Sir Rose 
Pontiac Ormsby. Senior and grand 
champion female was the aged cow, 
Iodak Bessie Ormsby Lillian, owned 
by I. C. Hastings, Garner, and junior 
champion female was the heifer calf, 
Milora Typlus Ormsby, owned by C. 
H. Miller & Son, Alexander. Winners 
in the judging contest were Floyd 
Bode, Algona, Mrs. Ed.

The outstanding record in 
this report is that of Femco Alma 1736539, owned by F. E. Murphy, sreckenridge, Minnesota, the first junior two-year-old 
heifer of any breed to produce 1,000 Ibs. fat in a year on official test. Her test is described in some detail. Several other reec- 
ords deserve special mention in this report, including Carnation Ormsby Hazelwood, owned by Carnation Milk Farms. with

WORLD’S RECORD JUNIOR TWO-YEAR-OLD 

Femco Alma 1736539 completed her test January 9, 1938, with 20,582.1 lbs. milk, 4.9 per cent fat and 1,002 lbs. fat to her 
credit in 365 days, tested in Classification A. She freshened at the age of 2 years, 5 months, 20 days. Her sire is Femco Count 
Walker Piebe 652820 and her dam is Femco Ormsby Duchess Alma 1442942. She was bred and is now owned by Mr. F. E. Mur- 
phy, Breckenridge, Minnesota. She had 24 official test periods during the year, a total of 51 days on official test, these including 
10 retests, one check test by an out-of-state supervisor and five constant watch tests, including one of four davs’ duration by 
out-of-state supervisors. Femco Alma is the first junior two-year-old of any breed to produce more than 1,000 Ibs. fat in 4 
year on official test and she is the 262nd U. S. Holstein-Friesian cow to produce more than 1,000 Ibs. fat in a vear. With this 
record of 1,002 Ibs. fat, Femco Alma becomes the leader among the junior two-year-old heifers tested in C lassification A of the 
Yearly Division, displacing Carnation Walker Hazelwood, leader in this group since 1926, with her record of 25,532.1 lbs. milk, 
3.8% fat and 976.2 lbs. fat in 365 days.

No doubt a good many of our 
regular readers immediately spotted 
the bull whose picture appears on 
our News of Trade page as Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld 412147. He was 
frst prize senior yearling at Wiscon- 
sin State Fair 1924 with W ard Stev- 
ens as judge, at which time he was 
owned by H. W. & L. J. Halbach, 
Hartford, Wis. This was his only 
major show of the year but the next 
year he made the big circut and was 
first prize two-year-old at the Na- 
tional, Waterloo, Illinois and Indi- 
ana State Fairs, although going 
down to third place at his home 
state fair with Ward Stevens again 
judging. He was named All-Ameri- 
can two-year-old that year on what 
the committee called a close decision 
over Brookholm Inka. From then on 
he was undefeated grand champion 
wherever shown until he_ retired 
from the ring following the 1930 
season, being All-American as a 
three-year-old and four times as an 
aged bull.
